Fort W orth, Tex., Oct. 15.— Dr 
Wm. Arnold Adams, one of the 
most distinguished surgeons of the 
Southwest, died this m o r n i n g 
about 8 o’clock at his home here. 
His death was sudden and unex 
pected and shocked the city more 
than any similar event for many 
years. 
Deceased leaves a wife and four 
children, 
Wm. Arnold, 
George 
Eaton, Thomas Jefferson and Mar­ 
guerite. 
In 1898 Dr. Adams accepted the 
position of Southern medical direc­ 
tor of one of the largest American 
life insurance companies, at a large 
salary, but returned to Fort Worth 
in 1900 to resume his practice 
among friends here, devoting a 
great portion of his time to the 
poor. 
Dr. Adams was 49 years of age 
and was born in Washington coun­ 
ty, Ga. 
He graduated at the lead­ 
ing medical colleges and spent two 
years in 
Europe. 
He came to 
Texas in 1876 and located at Bry­ 
an, moving from that city to Fort 
Worth. 
During his four years’ 
residence at Bryan he married Miss 
Carrie Eaton, sister of Judge Otis 
S. Eaton, of Dallas. 
His brother, H on. CHIT Adams, 
reached this 
city tonight from I 
Bryan, and several prominent citi­ 
zens have arrived from other places 
to attend the funeral, which will 
be held at the First Baptist church. 
Telegrams of condolence have come 
from all the principal cities of 
Texas, as well as from friends and 
acquaintances of the profession in 
the North and East.
